INTRODUCTION 


This is an annotated bibliography of policy documents released by the 
Government of Ontario since June 1995. It is intended to serve as a guide to help 
Members, researchers and interested readers gain an understanding of the major 
policy initiatives of the Conservative government since their election to office. 
Documents annotated in this paper cover the entire policy spectrum, from the 
discussion paper stage, to public consultations, to interim and final reports, to 
programme and service descriptions. 


This bibliography includes some Minister’s Statements, speeches and news 
releases because they provide good - and in some cases the only - documentation 
of a particular policy. There is no attempt to capture to full scope of partisan 
debate by listing all ministerial and opposition critics’ releases and speeches, or 
exchanges in the House or Committee. 


The annotations included here are adopted from the various policy documents 
themselves and are edited and synthesized as required.

Using Statistics Canada data, public education costs in Ontario can be 
estimated as $6917 per student for 1995/96 — $319 higher than the weighted 
average of the other nine Canadian provinces. Given Ontario’s enrolment, this 
amounts to extra costs of $650 million, or about 4.8% in total costs. However, 
adjusting the Statistics Canada data for temporary changes in the method of 
accounting for capital costs and pension contributions, Ontario spent $7242 
per student in 1995/96 — which is $644 per student above the weighted 
average of the other nine provinces and amounts to extra costs of $1310 
million, or 9.7%. |
